The  fall  of  the  Roman  Empire  is  often  seen  as  a major  dividing  line  in  European  history,  but  its  offshoot,  the 
Eastern  Roman  or  Byzantine  Empire,  lived  on  from  330  to  1453,  providing  continuity  as  a fascinating 
cultural  and  political  power*  In  fact,  the  Byzantines  thought  of  themselves  as  Romans,  while  imposing  a 
predominantly  Greek  culture  and  Eastern  Orthodox  religion  over  their  multiethnic  territories,  dominating  the 
eastern  Mediterranean,  Southern  Italy,  the  Balkans,  and  North  Africa*  The  Byzantine  Empire  bridged  east  and 
west,  ancient  and  modern,  until  it  was  overwhelmed  by  the  rising  power  of  the  Ottoman  Turks*

Byzantium  as  a World  Civilization 

19th-  and  early  20th-century  scholars  assigned  Byzantium  a mar- 
ginal role  in  the  development  of  world  civilization  limited  to  the 
preservation  of  “classical”  Greek  texts.  However,  the  Greek  texts 
chosen  for  translation  into  Latin  and  Arabic  during  the  medieval 
period  show  that  Byzantium’s  contemporaries  were  not  primarily 
interested  in  its  pagan  Greek  heritage,  but  in  its  Christian  and 
Roman  traditions,  especially  since  the  Byzantine  state  saw  itself 
(and  was  also  seen  by  its  Eastern  neighbors)  as  the  continuation  of 

Performance:  An  Anthology  of  Byzantine  Melodies 

Byzantine  music  has  been  used  in  the  Orthodox  Church  from  the 
beginning  of  Christianity  to  the  present*  Initially,  the  Church  used 
simple  melodies  and  chants*  Later,  hymnographers  developed  more 
complex  melodies  and  musical  theories*  Today,  Byzantine  music 
consists  of  eight  musical  scales,  or  modes,  called  the  Octoechos.

the  Roman  empire.  Consequently,  they  chose  to  translate  many 
biblical,  patristic,  hagiographical,  liturgical,  and  legal  texts,  while 
the  Arabic  and  Latin  translations  of  pagan  Greek  texts  were  influ- 
enced by  Byzantium’s  monotheistic  understanding  of  their  content. 
We  also  have  Byzantine  translations  of  medieval  Latin  and  Arabic 
texts.  This  suggests  that  the  Greek,  Latin,  and  Arabic  Middle  Ages 
were  all  interested  in  the  same  larger  philosophical  and  scientific 
questions  and  occasionally  exchanged  ideas  on  them* 


The  diverse  musical  pieces  performed  here  have  been  adapted  by 
contemporary  composers  to  satisfy  modern  listeners  while  retaining 
the  spirit  of  the  original  Byzantine  melody*  The  melodies  belong  to 
the  three  main  church  services:  the  Vespers,  the  Matins,  and  the

The  Many  Faces  of  Byzantium: 

Ideologies  of  Power  from  Constantine  to  Mehmed  the  Conquerer  DIMITER  ANGELOV 


The  Byzantine  Empire  (330-1453)  was  the  direct  successor  to 
imperial  Rome  in  the  eastern  Mediterranean — a flourishing 
civilization  that  received,  preserved,  and  reinterpreted  many  of  the 
political  and  intellectual  traditions  of  antiquity.  What  was  the 
political  ideology  of  Byzantium  throughout  its  millennial 


existence?  How  was  it  constructed,  communicated,  and  questioned 
throughout  the  ages?  The  original  voices  of  Byzantine  thinkers  and 
the  powerful  images  produced  by  Byzantine  artists  help  to  answer 
these  and  other  questions,  bringing  to  life  a rich  world  of  politics, 
imagination,  and  continual  change  and  rediscovery  of  the  past.

Hagia  Sophia  and  Multi-Sensory  Aesthetics  BISSERA  PENTCHEVA 


Focusing  on  the  sixth-century  interior  of  the  church  of  Hagia 
Sophia  in  Constantinople,  Professor  Pentcheva  explores  the 
optical  shimmer  of  marble  and  gold  and  its  psychological  effect  on 
the  spectator  as  recorded  in  Byzantine  ekphrasis  and  liturgical 
texts.  In  turn,  this  optical  shimmer,  marmarygma  in  Greek,  is  linked 
to  the  acoustic  properties  of  marble,  especially  its  capacity  to  reflect 
sound  waves.  The  meaning  of  the  optical  and  acoustic  reflection  is 
related  to  the  Eucharist  rite  and  more  specifically  to  the  concept  of 


animation,  empsychosis.  The  exploration  of  acoustics  is  further 
deepened  by  the  use  of  the  sound  of  exploding  balloons  and 
modern  digital  technology  to  measure  the  reverberation  time  of 
the  interior  and  to  generate  with  its  aid  computer  auralizations  of 
Byzantine  chant,  recorded  anechoically  (with  minimal  room 
acoustics).  Combining  literary  analysis,  philological  inquiry,  and 
scientific  research,  this  study  uncovers  the  multi- sensory  aesthetics 
of  Hagia  Sophia  and  recuperates  the  notion  of  aural  architecture.

The  legacy  of  Byzantium  can  be  traced  in  the  remains  of  thousands 
of  painted  churches  that  still  stand  and  serve  for  common  worship. 
Looking  at  the  monumental  decoration  in  Constantinople,  both 
painted  and  mosaic,  can  one  characterize  an  art  form  that  was 
uniquely  metropolitan?  What  was  the  role  of  the  capital  in  the 


creation  and  dissemination  of  artistic  styles  and  subjects?  Professor 
Gerstel  looks  at  the  last  and  most  famous  phase  of  ecclesiastical 
decoration  in  Constantinople  (1261-1453)  and  its  echoes  in  other 
regions  of  the  Byzantine  empire.

Dimiter  Angelov  is  Professor 
^ of  Byzantine  History,  Centre 
for  Byzantine,  Ottoman  and 
Modem  Greek  Studies,  Univer- 
sity of  Birmingham,  UK,  and  Visiting 
Associate  Professor,  Harvard,  His  research 
and  teaching  interests  lie  in  the  intellectual, 
political  and  institutional  history  of  the 
Byzantine  Empire,  with  a particular  focus 
on  the  13th- 15th  centuries.  His  book  on 
imperial  ideology  and  political  thought  in 
Byzantium  (1204-1330)  (2007)  examined 
little  known  texts  in  order  to  shed  light  on 
the  political  imagination  of  the  Byzantines, 
who  saw  their  empire  being  transformed 
into  a second-rate  power  in  the  Eastern 
Mediterranean.  He  is  currently  working  on 
a monograph  on  the  Byzantine  crown 
prince,  emperor  and  philosopher  Theodore 
II  Laskaris  (1221/22-1258);  the  study  makes 
use  of  the  analytical  and  discursive  potential 
of  historical  biography  to  broaden  the  vista 
on  the  transformation  of  Byzantine  culture 
after  the  fall  of  Constantinople  in  1204- 


Alysia  Dumont  is  a doctoral 
student  in  Ancient  History  and 
Mediterranean  Archaeology  at 
UC  Berkeley.  She  has  a BA 
magna  cum  laude  in  Classics  from  the 
University  of  Washington.  Her  senior  the- 
sis explored  Homer’s  Sirens  and  sexuality 
in  Late  Antique  allegory  and  was  awarded 
the  Rouvelas  Essay  Prize  for  Hellenic  schol- 
arship. Alysia  has  excavated  at  Tel  Dor, 
Israel,  and  in  the  Republic  of  Macedonia. 
In  Turkey  she  studied  art  and  architecture 
of  Byzantine  Cappadocia  through  K09 
University.

Her  research  focuses  on  Byzantium 
and  the  Arabs  and  the  consequences  of 
bilingualism  in  Greek  and  Arabic  in  the 
Middle  Ages,  such  as  the  development 
of  Byzantine  and  Islamic  science  and  the 
transformation  of  the  ancient  tradition  in 
the  course  of  its  medieval  transmission  from 


Byzantium  to  the  Islamic  world  and  back  to 
Byzantium.  Selected  publications  include 
The  Occult  Sciences  in  Byzantium,  ed.  with 
Paul  Magdalino  (2007);  A Byzantine  Book 
on  Dream  Interpretation:  The  Oneirocriticon 
of  Achmet  and  Its  Arabic  Sources  (2002);

She  has  also  taught  a graduate  sem- 
inar on  Phenomenology  of  the  Byzantine 
Icon  at  Kunsthistorisches  Institut,  Plorence. 

Kathleen  Maxwell  is  Associate 
Professor  of  Art  History  at  Santa 
Clara  University  (PhD,  Uni- 
versity of  Chicago).  She  teaches 
art  history,  specializing  in  the  ancient  and 
medieval  Mediterranean  world.  She  was 
awarded  the  David  E.  Logothetti  Teaching 
Award  by  the  College  of  Arts  and  Sciences 
in  2005.  She  directs  the  Undergraduate 
Core  Curriculum.

APRIL  25-26,  2014  Baghdad  in  Its  Qolden  Age 

From  its  founding  in  762  as  The  City  of  Peace,  Baghdad  thrived  as  the  political,  cultural,  religious,  and 
commercial  center  of  the  Muslim  empire,  Abbasid  caliphs  ruled  over  diverse  populations  of  Muslims, 
Christians,  Jews,  Zoroastrians,  and  polytheists,  whose  ethnic  identities  ranged  from  Arab  to  Persian  and 
Turkish  to  Berber — all  of  whom  contributed  to  the  brilliance  of  the  greatest  city  of  its  time  in  the  Middle 
East,  if  not  the  world.  At  its  House  of  Wisdom,  scholars  from  across  the  empire  translated  into  Arabic, 
synthesized  and  advanced  the  fragmentary  literary  and  scientific  knowledge  of  ancient  Greece,  Persia,  and  India,  Chinese 
paper  technology  enabled  Baghdad  bookstores  to  sell  thousands  of  books  a day.  Without  this  chapter  in  history,  the  knowledge 
gained  in  antiquity  would  likely  have  followed  a tortured  path  to  the  present  or  not  survived  at  all,  Baghdad’s  intellectual  and 
cultural  influence  was  extraordinary  in  its  time,  and  its  legacy — and  legend — endure  in  both  the  east  and  west  to  this  day.

September  19,  2014  Haydn  & Schoenfield:  Rockin'  the  Sonata  with  the  Saint  Michael 
Trio.  Music  at  its  most  fun!  Both  Franz  Joseph  Haydn  (1732-1809)  and  Paul  Schoenfield 
(1 947-  ) are  highly  formal  in  their  sonata  form.  Yet  Haydn's  classical  sonatas  embodied  the 
formalism  of  the  18th-century  Enlightenment,  while  Detroit  native  Paul  Schoenfield's  "Cafe 
Music"  (1987)  expresses  the  whimsy  and  energy  of  a 21st-century  urban  metropolis.  Daniel  Cher 
(violin),  Michel  Flexer  (cello),  and  Russell  Hancock  (piano,  lecturer) — The  Saint  Michael  Trio — 
demonstrate  through  illustrated  lecture  and  performance  how  two  utterly  different  composers 
use  the  same  tools  to  express  the  sentiment  of  their  age.  An  antidote  to  the  staid  world  of 
classical  music,  the  artists  earn  glowing  praise  for  making  their  "informances"  interesting, 
accessible,  and  oftentimes  funny. 

October  24-25,  2014  The  Roman  Republic  (509-27  BCE)  From  its  legendary  origins  as  a tiny  cluster  of  villages 
in  the  Italian  countryside,  ancient  Rome  grew  into  a vast  metropolis  and  the  dominant  power  of  the  Mediterranean. 
Leaders  of  the  Roman  Republic  established  a constitutional  framework  that  embodied  principles  of  separation 
of  powers,  checks  and  balances,  and  the  rights  and  duties  of  citizenship  (for  some),  a model  that  endured  for 
centuries.  Ultimately  civil  strife  exacerbated  by  wide  disparities  in  social  and  economic  well-being  and  the  strains 
of  governing  a far-flung  empire  doomed  Cicero's  Republican  Rome  in  the  first  century  BCE.  From  its  modeling 
of  democratic  values  to  its  golden  age  of  drama  and  its  Greek-  and  Etruscan-inspired  art,  the  Roman  Republic  was 
a major  turning  point  in  western  civilization  that  inspires  us  to  this  day. 

I,  2015  Charlemagne:  The  Father  of  Western  Europe  Even  1,200  years  after 
his  death  in  814,  Charlemagne  still  symbolizes  a critical  turning  point  in  Western  civilization. 

King  of  the  Franks  and  Lombards,  Emperor  of  a New  Rome,  Charles  the  Great  ushered  in  the 
Carolingian  Renaissance  and  fathered  a dynasty.  Although  political  unity  proved  ephemeral, 
his  economic,  administrative,  educational,  and  religious  reforms  created  a new  and  enduring 
cultural  identity  that  encompassed  the  heartland  of  today's  Western  Europe.  For  the  first  time, 
the  focus  of  European  political  power  shifted  from  the  Mediterranean,  then  dominated  by 
Byzantine  and  Islamic  empires,  to  continental  (and  Catholic)  Europe. 

May  1-2,  2015  The  Great  War:  Cultural  Reverberations  Across  Europe  The  First  World  War 
collapsed  empires,  redrew  national  boundaries,  caused  cataclysmic  change  in  a generation  of 
Europeans,  and  revolutionized  long-held  world  views  all  across  Europe.  From  1914-18,  "The  Great 
War"  raged  amid  a vast  crisis  of  cultural  confidence.  The  war  to  end  all  wars  was  a monumental 
catastrophe,  one  of  history's  major  turning  points.  Yet  among  The  Great  War's  legacies  of  drastic 
political,  social,  and  cultural  change  has  been  its  immense  artistic  response  in  music,  art,  literature, 
and  film.

Constantine  and  the  Founding  of  a New  Rome 

330  Emperor  Constantine  I changes  capital  from  Rome  to  Byzantium  and  renames  it  Constantinople  or  The  City  of 
Constantine  and  The  New  Rome. 


395  Emperor  Theodosius  I dies;  Empire  divides  into  Western  and  Eastern.  During  his  reign,  Theodosius  changes  official 
religion  to  Christianity. 

5 th  Century  Collapse  of  the  Western  Part  of  the  Empire 

476  As  Western  territory  falls,  the  Eastern  part  of  the  empire  thrives  and  is  renamed  Byzantine. 

527  Justinian  I is  crowned  emperor. 

532- 537  Justinian  I builds  Hagia  Sophia. 

533- 554  Justinian  I reclaims  areas  from  the  West,  including  parts  of  Italy  and  North  Africa. 

565  Justinian  I dies.  During  his  reign,  the  Plague  of  Justinian  kills  a third  of  the  empire's  population,  creating  major 
military  and  financial  difficulties 
568  Lombards  capture  most  of  Northern  Italy 
Loss  of  Territory  and  the  Byzantine-Arab  Wars

634-641  Arab  armies  conquer  the  Levant  and  Egypt;  eventually,  most  of  North  Africa  and  Sicily. 

730-787  and  Iconoclasm  controversies  result  in  loss  of  most  of  the  Empire's  remaining  Italian  territories,  aside  from  some 
813-843  territories  in  the  south. 

843-1025  Macedonian  dynasty  established.  The  empire  experiences  a military  and  territorial  revival.  Byzantine  scholars 
record  and  preserve  many  valuable  ancient  Greek  and  Roman  texts. 

1002-1018  Emperor  Basil  II  campaigns  annually  against  Bulgarians,  trying  to  annihilate  the  state. 

1014  Bulgarian  army  is  defeated  at  Battle  of  Kleidon.  Basil  II  becomes  known  as  Bulgar  Slayer. 

1018  Bulgaria  surrenders  and  is  annexed.  The  whole  of  the  Balkans  is  incorporated  into  the  Empire;  the  Danube  is  the 
new  Imperial  Erontier. 

1025  Basil  II  dies.  Decline  of  the  Empire  begins. 

1054  Schism  between  Church  in  Rome  and  the  Church  in  Constantinople. 

1071  Emperor  Romanus  IV  is  defeated  by  Seljuk  Turks  at  Battle  of  Manzikert.  Most  of  Asia  Minor  is  lost.  The  last 
Byzantine  outposts  in  Italy  are  conquered  by  the  Normans.

1081  Comnenus  dynasty  is  established  by  Alexius  I.  Decline  is  arrested.  Byzantium  becomes  involved  in  Crusades.

1122  Byzantines  defeat  Pechenegs  at  Beroia. 

1167  Byzantines  defeat  Hungarians  at  Battle  of  Sirmium;  Hungary  becomes  client  state. 

1176  Battle  of  Myriokephalon.  Manuel  Comnenus  lays  siege  to  Konya,  capital  of  Seljuk  Turks;  withdraws.  End  of 
attempts  to  recover  Anatolia. 

1180  Death  of  Comnenus.  Decline  of  the  Byzantine  Empire  recommences. 

1185  A successful  rebellion  is  organized  in  Bulgaria.  Lands  lost  in  the  Balkans. 

The  4th  Crusade  and  the  Collapse  of  the  Empire 

1204  Crusaders  conquer  Constantinople;  Latin  Empire  formed. 

1261  Constantinople  reclaimed  by  Michael  Palaeologus,  Byzantine  emperor  of  Nicaea. 

1453  Ottoman  Turks  conquer  Constantinople.  Death  of  Constantine  XL  End  of  the  Empire.
